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OUR ALABAMA LETTER. 


Some Facts for our Atlanta Mer- 
chants to Ruminate—How to get 
Trade—Useful Hints. 


WeTuMPKA, ALA., Sept. 18, 1869. 


Editor Constitution: It may not be a 
miss to contribute a few facts to the col- 
umns of your paper, intended to benefit 
the growing prosperity of our thriving 
city. What I will say will concern the 
wholesale merchants mostly. I have trav- 
eled during the summer pretty generally 
Over eastern Alabama, in the interest of 
that excellent house. McBryde & Co., and 
have had opportunities of being informed 
on the subject of this country being the 
best market for the jobbing trade of At- 
lanta, and such I affirm to be the fact. It 
is true that northeast Georgia trades heav- 
ily in our market; southwest Georgia still 
heavier; and eastern Alabama would 
bring the heaviest trade to our merchants 
if they would send agents to solicit it, and 
properly represent them. People in Ala- 
bama are able, buy better grades of mer- 
chandise, are generally merchants of ex- 
perience and old-standing, and would 
patronize Atlanta liberally if solicited in 
person or by agents of our wholesale 
houses. The old way of “going on to 
market’ twice a year, as in anti-war times, 
does not suit the times now at all, but or- 
dering smaller supplies often, and such as 
are needed by the people in their newly 
developed condition, is the universally 
conceded way of doing business now, and 
merchants are gonernny doing so. Mer- 
chants’ capital has been depleted by the 
war, and their credit not the least strength- 
ened, and, therefore, these heavy stocks are 
no more in demand as a general thing. In 
place of turning over capital once a 
year, as of old, it now _ behooves 
the business man to turn much 
oftener even at less profits, which pays 
equally as well as business is more on cash 
basis now than in former times. These 
things considered, the merchant concludes 
to buy light, and the nearest market is the 
preferable one. Many have said to me 
that they would willingly pay an advance 
in Atlanta than go to New York, for the 
convenience of the market, the opportuni- 
ty of knowing’ the merchants better, 
(which is no small consideration,) and be- 
ing able to get goods sooner, etc. Why 
should Atlanta want any further advance 
on New York or Eastern and Northern 
prices than freight? Ican’tsee. Rents 
are less, clerk hire less, general living less, 
etc., etc. I know this to be a fact; that I 
very frequently see New York invoices 
that I would willingly duplicate in our 
line. New York city does a great deal of 
gutting business since the war, and the 
merchants are becoming aware of it, and 
acting in accord with the knowledge that 
they have purchased, buying their supplies 
nearer home. I never go to a place where 
I fail to sell, and the larger the place the 
more the amount sold. Iam sorry to say 
that Atlanta wholesale men, though they 
have built Atlanta from the ashes, and con- 
centrated a trade there that is truly envied 
by other Southern markets of more preten- 
sions, and have exhibited untold energy, 
have not, to the present time, properly so- 
licited trade, even by circulars. A little 
more liberality will pay, gentlemen, if 
properly directed; and you can’t direct it 
better, to advance your own trade, than to 
send persevering men into Alabama, as 
you have such in the Cherokees, Eastern 
and Southern Georgia. If you can do 
twice the trade in the same house, for 
which you are paying some Shylock double 
rent, why notdoso? Ifit increases your 
rents, let her increase, and send out your 
men in buggies, as well as on railroads, to 
solicié trade, to help pay the everlasting 
increase.

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OUR NORTHERN LETTER. 


Washington from Head to Tail—| P 


Its Wonders and Curiosities—Its 
Buildings—The Country from 
Washington to New York. 


Mr. Editor: Iclosed my former letter 
with an account of my trip to Washington. 
I arrived there Thursday evening about 7 
o’clock, and went immediately to the Eb- 
bett House. 

Of course, I went out to see the sights— 
when I finished breakfast. I concluded I’d 
see the best first; so I went down to the 
Capitol and took a hurried glance of it. I 
am too ignorant of architectural terms to 
describe it intelligibly.. Its magnificence 
far surpassed my wildest imaginings. 

As one enters the rotunda he finds eight 

agnificent pictures arranged upon the 

all, representing events of interest to 

mericans. These are: The Surrender of 

urgoyne, Signing the Declaration of In- 
dependence; Baptism of Pocahontas; Dis- 
covery of the Mississippi by DeSoto; Land- 
ing of Columbus; Embarkation of the 
Pilgrims from Delft Haven, Holland; 
Washington resigning his Commission and 
the Surrender of Cornwallis. There are 
also four statues in the niches of the wall, 
representing Penn signing the treaty with 
the Indians; an Indian warrior and a 

yioneer in conflict; the landing of the 

ilgrims and Pocahontas saving the life of 
Smith. Lamsorry I have not time to de- 
scribe these in detail. The picture of all 
pictures there, is Brumidi’s allegorical 
painting; it covers the whole top of the 
dome, and cost $40,000. It is certainly the 
most beautiful painting there. At least, I 
think so. A great many persons admire 
more the great picture, Westward the Star 
of Empire takes its way,on the western 
wall. It is certainly beautifu!, but the other 
is grand—grand in its conception, and 
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general image in your mind. From the 
Capitol, I went into the Conservatory just 
outside its grounds—here are collected 
flowers and plants, from every clime, and 
from beneath every sun; the palm and the 
banana, the pineapple and the orange, ail 
grow here, as well asin the “Gem of the 
Antilles.” I don’t remember the names of 
one-twentieth part of the plants and flow- 
ers, I saw there,so I must ask my lady 
friends to excuse me from naming others— 
they are of all kinds and colors imagina- 
ble. However, this garden, or green-house, 
ought to be in fine order, for it costs Un- 
cle Sam enough to keepitup. I also vis- 
ited the War and Navy departments. There 
is not much of interest in them. I did not 
see his Excellency. I called at his resi- 
dence and was told that “he was not at 
home.” However,I inspected his house; 
saw its Red, Blue, and Green rooms—so- 
called from the color of the frescoing. I 
also went into the East room, which is the 
State reception room. From here, I went 
over to the Treasury department, which I 
think by far, the most splendid building, 
except the Capitol, of all the public works. 
In this department is the gold room. Of all 
offices, the most magnificent; its walls are 
made of the finest Italian and Tennessee 
marble. Here sit scores of clerks—Bout- 
well only knows how many, I don’t—all 
drawing their pay, and attending to other 
minor duties. 1 went into the Smithsonian |. 
Institute. Its history you know. Here are 
immense collections of things from all sec- 
tions of the known world, and somethings 
from the unknown also—pieces of 
meteors, for instance. From thence into 
the Agricultural Department I wended my 
way, and saw its collections of bugs and 
peaches, birds and pears, its shells and its 
samples of all kinds of grain. -In this de- 
partment, I saw a minature table. It was 
only about twelve feet long, by nine wide. 
Its top was composed of only one plank, 
cut from one of those immense California 
trees. From this point, I strolled over to 
the unfinished Washington monument. I 
fear it will be years before it is finished, 
unless Congress takes it in charge and 
makes a donation for that purpose. !t de- 
ends now upon private subscription. 
rom here, I wandered over to the Post- 
office Department. I got to wondering 
whether they “sometimes think of me,” 
and concluded I’d go over there and want 
aletter. Well, I went, but no letter did 
the Postmaster General offer me, though I 
saw he had plenty. Selfish man! But jest- 
ing aside; I was very much surprised to 
see in the “Dead Letter Office” what things 
are some times sentin the mail. There is 
one large room here filled with articles 
taken from dead letters, such as hoop-skirts 
and photographs, pistols and valentines, 
toilet boxes and boots, jewelry and garden 
seeds, articles of clothing, and every 
imaginable thing else which can be put 
into a letter or other package sent by mail. 
As it was convenient to go from this 
place to the Patent Office, I went. There 
are only one hundred and fifty thousand 
models in it. One might spend a week 
here alone. There is a model in this build- 
ing of everything which Yankee ingenuity 
has been able thus far to invent. There are 
but a few places vacant now, and I am un- 
der the impression that they will soon be 
filled. I saw here Gen. Jackson’s coat he 
had on when he commanded at New Or- 
leans. As itis rather out of fashion now, 
I do not think the patentee need have any 
fear that his patent will be infringed. I 
saw Franklin’s printing press. If I were 
a printer I believe I’d prefer one of Hoe’s | spirits are greatly improved. 
best—at any rate, ’d as soon have one of 4 
his. Washington’s camp-trunk, his sword, 
his tent, his cane, his table, his wife’s china 
presented to her by LaFayette, and various 
other rich things are shown—all deposited 
here for the gratification of American 
curiosity, or safe keeping, or probably for 
a patent, I don’t know which. I then 
saw the City Hall, and had pointed out 
to me the room where Surrat was 
tried, and released. Then went to the 
Navy Yard, saw them large anchors 
roll copper, make nails, etc. I went on 
board of the monitors lying there. One of 
them, the Montauk, showed very plainly 
the effects of Fort Sumter on her turret. I 
counted more than thirty indentations upon 
it alone. I went into Ford’s Theater, now 
used as a medical museum. The spot where 
Lincoln fell is still pointed out. I dined 
with friends in the old Carroll prison. 
There are now three magnificent residences 
made of it. If the Southern Governors, 
Brown, Vance, Letcher and others, found 
it as pleasant as I did, they have no reason 
to complain at the treatment of the Gov- 
ernment. In the afternoon I rode out and 
saw the Government printing office, said 
to be the largest inthe world. Itisan im- 
mense building, in the northwestern part 
of the city. I also saw the British minis- 
ter, General Sherman and other celebrities. 
Saw Sherman’s house, Douglas’ home, 
Sumner’s residence, the Turkish minister’s 
lace of abode, and many other places of 
interest. 
There are many new buildings in course 
of erection there. The most important‘of 
them are an immense hotel on the avenue 
and a very large Congregationalist church 
on the corner of 10th and G streets. When 
done, it will cost $130,000, and will be more 
in the Byzantine style of architecture than 
any other, though it will not be a perfect 
type of any. 
think, Mr. Editor, you will admit that 
I was pretty busy to see all this in one day, 
but ’twas done, and I arrived in New York 
on Saturday morning. 
The trains run very rapidly on these 
Northern roads. The country through 
which they pass, is all ina high state of 
cultivation. It seems to be, as it really is, 
one garden spot from Washington to New 
York. The houses are almost in sight one 
of the other the whole length of the road. 
I did not see a single old field from one of 
these places to the other; nor did I see a 
single one-story house after leaving the 
one until I arrived at the other—the reason 
being probably that I was asleep. If one- 
half of the labor was bestowed upon our 
State that has been upon New York or New 
Jersey, we would have the finest country 
in the world. I know you are tired, Mr. 
Editor, or Mr. Reader, and if you are not, 
Iam.

On this 23d day of September, in the 
year of our Lord, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-nine, there are in these 
United States of America, including terri- 
tories, Radical colonies, and Southern po- 
litical dependencies, four thousand three 
hundred and forty-six (4,316) newspapers 
and periodicals — dailies, tri and semi- 
weeklies, weeklies, monthlies, and quar- 
terlies, news, business, literary, religious, 
political, scientific, agricultural, etc. 

Talk of power. This is power—the grand 
power of the country. Here throbs, and 
beats, and burns and works the brains of 
the people; here shines their fancy, here 
glows their imagination, here sparkles 
their wit, here thunders their logic, here 
warms their feeling, here scathes their in- 
vective, here stirs their eloquence, here 
flashes their humor, here intellect solves 
the great problems of mankind. Not sim- 
ply the four thousand and odd heads, with 
their troops of quick, laborious, vital as- 
sistants,. managing these multitudinous 
sheets spend hard thought and ravening 
enterprise upon them, but the thinkings 
and actings of the world, all find echo and 
translation in these teeming columns. 
Here swarm the chrenicles of the histo- 
rian, the rhetoric of the orator, the sophis- 
tries of the demagogue, the intrigue of the 
politician, the sermons of the preacher, the 
imagery of the poet, the creations of the 
inventor, the discoveries of the mechanic: 
the wonders of the scientific delver, the at- 
tractions of the artist. All that happens 
and is said in the entire busy world—pul- 
sating deeds and thoughts at ferty million 
telegraph power, and progressing onward 
far faster than thrible lightning speed— 
rushes for exposition in crowding legions 
to the gaping pages of these frail, flit- 
ing, vagabond, perishable, periodicals. 

Think of it, wondering reader, think of 
itall, and then try to conceive whata powcr 
journalism is. 

But the greatest strain upon your amaze- 
ment is yet to come.. Some of these papers 
have, singly, from a half million to a mil- 
lion daily readers—some publish three and 
four editions a day. Imagine, if you can, 
the issues of all aggregated in one incone 
eeivable “mass, just for one twenty-four 
hours, alone; or go further, and lump them 
for a week, ani try and conceive the extent 
of the army of fragile messengers. Talk 
of stars, they arenowhere. Talk of leaves 
and sand grains, and the brain has some 
idea of its helplessness in comprehending 
the number, the ubiquity, the omnipo- 
tence of these mute but mighty little 
creatures. 

And where and to whom do they not go? 
What hill do they not surmount, what 
mountain not over-leap, what valley not 
thread, what nook not penetrate. what 
hovel not enter, what palace not capture, 
what road not travel? They have supplant- 
ed books, and out-talked the orator. They 
help all enterprises, relate all achievements, 
perpetuate all glory, immortalize all ge- 
nius. They are the hand-maid of science, 
co-worker with labor, the coadjutor of art. 
the servant of mechanics, the minister ot 
statesmanship, the pillow of religion, the 
agent of progress, the lackey-boy of fun 
and merriment, the body of the times. 

When you sit down to glance over tlic 
crisp, tidy, spotless sheet, damp from the 
press, flashing with the racy, untried, un- 
known news of the world, forthe preced- 
ing day, did itever occur to you, to picture 
to yourself the millions upon millions of 
‘your fellow beings, in every imaginable 
circumstance, poring eagerly, like your- 
self, into one of the innumerable messen- 
gers, that thus bring mental food to the 
live, seething, inquisitive intelligence of 
mankind. 

Countless millions of humans get their 
facts, their business, their thoughts from 
their papers. Their politics, their religion, 
their knowledge, their vocation, are all sup- 
plied from the teeming, restless, inexhaus- 
tible journal. 

To tell the wonders of the newspaper, 
would weary curiosity, there are so many. 

We have made some compilation of sta- 
tistics, that we have never scen elscwhere, 
and that may prove interesting. 

The 4.346 papers in the United States are 
thus apportioned:

papers of the United States. 

Of the Southern States, Tenmessce has 

more dailies in proportion to its number, 
and Mississippi fewer, 
Puritanic Vermont has not a single reli- 
gious paper, While old Ku Klux Arkansas, 
with fewer journals, has three, and still Ku 
Kiuxer South Carolina, nullifier, seceder, 
and all other things horrible to saintly New 
England, with but four more papers than 
Vermont, has eight religious publications. 
Of the 63 in New York state, 63 are run in 
New York city. Wicked as the big city is, 
with Greeley’s Slander Mill to taint up 
matters, she can make a better journalistic 
religious showing than any other place or 
spot, big or little,in the country. Fifty- 
three pious papers out of 242 is pretty 
good. This is all right. But even this 
amountof good leaven is not equal to the 
cure of her prodigious rascality. 

The first printed newspaper appeured in 
England along about 1630. Nathaniel 
Butter is said to have churned it out. The 
first journal inthe United States was in 
Boston, in 1690. It was a small sheet of 
four quarto piges—one of them blank. 
This died rightaway. Fourteen years after 
the Boston News Letter came out—a half 
shect twelve by eight inches; twocolumns 
on a page. When Benjamin Franklin's 
brother James,in 1721, started the New 
England Courant, his friends tried to stop 
him, because there was already one news. 
paper in America, and two would be too 
many. In 1771, there were 25; in 1810, 
359; including 27 dailies; in 1830, 1,000; in 
1840, 1,631; in 1850, 2,800, circulating year- 
ly 500,000,000 copies. Now the 4346 circu- 
late about 900,000,000 copies yearly. The 
United States has four times as many as 
England, and twice as many as France. 

We can not better elose this article than 
with the words of anold practical printer, 
paying his tribute to the press: 


In this country, its mission is to stimu- 
late all forms of productive industry; to 
secure for all classes the advantages of 
every new discovery in science and art; to 
encourage all works of public improvement 
by which increased locomotion and com- 
munication by ear‘hor sea or air may be 
accomplished; to foster all instrumentali- 
ties, whether oral or written or printed for 
popular education; to aid inthe guaranty 
of private and public rights by the faithful 
execution of statute and fundamental law; 
to guard with ceaseless vigilance freedom 
of conscience, freedom of speech, freedom 
of labor and freedom of government.
